15.37  miles  of  sanitary  sewers.  UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS  LIBRARY 

Two  sewage  disposal  plants. 


Approximate  total  cost  of  sanitary  sewers  $54,000.00. 

26%  blocks  of  brick  pavement. 

152%  blocks  of  asphaltic  concrete  pavement. 

13%   blocks  of  concrete  alley  pavement. 

2  blocks  of  rock  macadam. 

This  gives  the  city  about  14%  miles  of  paving.  In- 
tersections have  only  been  counted  one  way. 

In  round  numbers  the  city  now  has  38,400  sq.  yards 
of  brick  paving,  157,000  sq.  yards  of  asphaltic  concrete 
paving,  8300  sq.  yds.  of  concrete  paving.  With  the  pav- 
ing there  has  been  constructed  131,000  feet  of  concrete 
combined  curb  and  gutter,  31,000  feet  of  storm  sewers 
which  receive  storm  water  from  114  catch  basins.
